Selectmen Choose A 
Manager, But He 
Hasn’t Said‘Yes’ Yet

The selectmen have named Bernard 
Murphy. city manager of Sanibel. Fla., as 
their choice to fill the town manager's 
position left vacant by Jared S.A. Clark six 
weeks ago. 

But. Murphy. 40. has not yet agreed to 
accept the job. Chairman Norma Gam- 
mon said Tuesday she hopes contract ne- 
gotiations will be successfully completed 
within the next few days so the board may 
formally appoint Murphy Monday night. 


A native of Pittsfield. Mass.. Murphy 
has served as manager of Sanibel since 
December. 1979. From January. 1978, 
though December. 1979. he was deputy 
city manager of operations in Gainesville, 
Fla. Murphy was also city manager of 
Auburn. Maine. from September. 1970, 
through January. 1978. after serving as 
that city’s assistant manager for more 
than four years. 

Murphy holds a master’s degree in pub- 
lic administration from the University of 
Rhode Island and ar undergraduate de-

week, but Town Assessor William Pussell 
urges people not to try to apply the o!d tax 
rate to their new values. Those figures 
could be catastrophic 

Russell says that is impossible to try to 
even estimate what the new tax rate will 
be, but that it will ‘‘definitely’’ be less 
than $25 per thousand of assessed valu- 
ation. 

The current rate is $66 per thousand 

The new assessments, based on 100 per- 
cent fair market value as of Jan. 1, 1981 
have been completed by PRC Jacobs, the 
firm hired by the town to do the revalua- 
tion, and certified by the state 

Russell said the assessments were made 
for nearly 9,000 residential properties 

The people most likely to be in for a 
surprise, he said. are those who have 
owned a house for a long time and haven't 
looked around for another. He said that 
even people who bought their homes a 
year ago will find their assessments high 


er than their purchase prices. He said 
housing values are inflating at a rate of 
about 13.5 percent a year 


The assessments. he noted, have nothing 
to do with the tax bills. They will be 
forthcoming 

Among other things, the town is waiting 
on completion and certification of some 
400 commercial and industrial properties

In one of the biggest building months 
ever, the Department of Community De- 
velopment reports that permits for a total 
of $20,110.094 worth of construction were 
issued in July. bringing a total of $51,520 in 
fees into town coffers.

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Neighbors Express Concern 
About New Development 


Wyncrest Development Corp.'s prelimi- 
nary plans for a new 17-house subdivision 
off Ballardvale Road have sparked some 
concern among residents of the neighbor- 
ing Millstone Circle development. 

About 20 residents, many of them Mill- 
stone residents, attended a Planning 
Board public hearing on the proposed de- 
velopment Tuesday night at the Essex 
Street theatre building. The back lot lines 
of their property would abut the back lot 
lines of the new subdivision. 


Engineer Bill MacLeod of Andover Con- 
sultants, Methuen, representing the devel- 
oper, said the new homes would be built 
around a cul-de-sac in a cluster devel- 
opment, on a 22.3 acre parcel located 
between Sunset Rock Road and Enfieid 
Drive. The parcel, part of a 100-acre lot, 
was sold by the Henry Jenkins family; the 
rest of the land will remain with the fami- 
ly. 

With a special permit for a clusteT de- 
velopment. the developer could build 
smaller lots. but would be required to 
preserve an area of open space. There 
would be 6.7 acres of open land on the 
proposed development. MacLeod said, 
most of it wetlands 


The subdivision would be served by a 
septic system — already approved by the 
Board of Health — and the developer 
would build a sidewalk on Ballardvale 
Road, from the development to Enfield 
Drive, he added. 

Developer Douglas Wacome of Wyn- 
crest said the houses would be sold for 
‘‘under $200,000°' and would be designed as 
‘something a little bit different’ from 

yncrest’s other developments in town, 
which include Blueberry Hill. He sug- 
gested that the houses may be similar to 
homes on Hilton Head Island. N.C 


One Millstone Circle resident described 
the North Carolina homes as ‘‘neo-Ante 
Bellum. They wouldn't fit in with the colo- 
nial homes in that area at all,’ he com- 
mented. 

MacLeod. when questioned by Chairman 
Bavid Gravallese. assured the planners 
that there would be ‘‘minimal’’ soil and 
tree removal because that would ‘‘devalue 
the property. We will cut the least number 
of trees and alter the landscape as little as

possible,’ he said. ‘‘This isn't going to be a 
land-clearing operation.” ' 

The developer is also considering grant- 
ing a sewer easement to the town along 
the edge of the subdivision open space, 
MacLeod said. because the town’s master 
sewer plan calls for building a sewer 
trunkline there. Granting the easement 
now would save the town from having to 
take it by eminent domain in the future, he 
explained. 

Richard Foley of 4 Millstone Circle 
questioned plans to provide drainage for 
the new development, explaining that 
there are already drainage problems on 
the street. ‘'I would like to be assured that 
these storm drains are not going to run 
onto my property.” he told MacLeod. 

The engineer replied that the subdivi- 
sion drainage ‘‘in no way is going to be 
impacting on Millstone Circle.” 


Abutters also questioned plans to extend 
the water main in the area into a loop; the 
main currently ends on Ballardvale Road. 
Residents said extending the line would 
disturb the land and cause ‘‘considerable 
aggravation to abutters.” 

But MacLeod explained that Public 
Works Director Robert McQuade asked 
that the water main be extended because 
he prefers not to leave water mains dead- 
ended. 

Millstone Circle residents asked the de- 
veloper to repair a stone wall. which 
serves as a boundary line between their 
property and the proposed development, 
to its original state when the construction 
is completed. They charged that the wall 
has already been ‘‘defaced’ during the 
builder's preliminary site work 

Wacome agreed to that request. 

And Everett Dearborn of 175 Summer 
St.. who said he owns a nine-acre lot abut- 
ting the southerly end of the proposed 
development. wondered whether he would 
retain his right of way through the devel- 
opment to reach his land 

That right of way belongs to Dearborn 
by deed. the engineer said. and the builder 
could ‘‘not hinder you from using the right 
of way. 

“How do we maintain our access?” 
Dearborn asked. “Who's going to buy a 
house lot with a road through it?” 

Gravallese pointed out that. according 
to a legal opinion concerning the recently- 
approved Pole Hill subdivision in Ballard- 
vale. the right of way issue would have no 
bearing on the planners’ decision 

“If you want to protect your rights, get 
an attorney.’ he advised Dearborn. ‘‘Un- 


fortunately. we can't help you out. except 
to urge you to get together to work some- 
thing out 

The planning board has until Sept. 5 to 
approve or disapprove the preliminary 
plans. If the plans are approved. the devel- 
will then submit definitive plans for

The board decided to offer tht job to 
Murphy at 9:30 p.m. last Thursday, Gam- 
mon said. during a meeting called to dis- 

» cuss the candidates and review their 
applications. The selectmen had been ex- 
pected to call two finalists back for second 
interviews this week, and then make their 
decision by mid-week 

“The court action had no effect what 
soever on our decision,” the chairman 
maintairfed. ‘‘When the court action stated 
we had to stop all procedures. we actually 
had made our selection. The only effect 
was on the candidates themselves.” 

The judge also asked Daniels to submit 
affidavits from the four candidates on 
Monday. to explain why their names 
should not be released. Over the weekend.

It's a familiar story: a young mother, 
after a few years away from the working 
world, decides it’s time to rev up her skills 
again.

It includes one page for each week ina 
year. with spaces to record information on 
one workout each day of the week: the 
date. time. temperature, humidity. wind, 
total miles run, and other comments on 
the days exercise. The pages are not 
dated. unlike a calendar, so a runner could 
begin the log at any time 

The log also features 12 captioned pencil 
sketches of situations familiar to every 
runner from the Saturday jogger to the 
Boston Marathoner — dogs. hills. cars 
splashing through puddles. Buschmann’s 
runners, whether crouched at a crowded 
starting line or enjoying a solitary run 
along the beach. come in every size. shape 
and description 

“It's been eye-opening to me. how many 
people are involved in running.” Busch- 
mann says. noting that the sport has 
‘opened up completely” since her hus- 
band’s racing days. A photograph of a 

” starting line taken during the mid-60's 

shows only white. male faces. she says — 
but the drawing she made from that photo 
for her log reflects the fact that all kinds 
of people are runners today 

The log would be useful to all but the 
most serious runner. Buschmann says. 
who might need space for more than one 
workout a day. But Ralph Buschmann 
‘carries his with him wherever he goes,” 
finding it more convenient than the old 
notebook he used to fill with ‘‘a lot of little 
scribbles... And Wayne. who recently ran 
his first road race (a two-mile event in 
Lowell) has started keeping a log as well 

After she had 500 copies of Huff 'n’ Puff 
printed in April. Buschmann set out on a 
little roadwork of her own. trying to per- 
suade stores to carry the log.

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School Board May Rule On Exceptions 
To New Bus Policy Next Week 


Andover parents who have asked to have 
their school bus service restored out of 
concern for the safety of their children, 
could get their replies next week. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert told the school 
committee and about three dozen parents 
Tuesday night that a special safety com- 
mittee has examined all of the appeals 
from parents. and that the situations the 
committee considered most potentially 
dangerous will be further scrutinized by 
the police chief and transportation assis- 
tant later this week. 

After meeting with them. Seifert said, 
he will make his recommendations for 
exceptions. if any. to the school commit- 
tee at their next meeting. 

While a meeting date had not been set as 
of press time. the committee hoped to 
meet Monday or Tuesday of next week, so 
parents would have plenty of time to make 
other“arrangements if their youngsters 
aren t put back on buses. 


The committee will also make a second 
and final pass on the bus policy that got 
their preliminary nod Tuesday night. 

The policy basically puts into writing 
the changes the committee made last 
spring when they cut the transportation 
budget. Buses will provided only, for éf- 
ementary youngsters who live more than a 
mile and a half from school and secondary 
youngsters who live more than two miles. 
There will be centralized bus stops, with 
no pupil having to walk more than a mile 
to his or her stop . 

The committee also included noontime 
buses for kindergartners who live more 
than a mile. 

They decided to express in the policy 
that no deviations can be made without 
their consent, and that in considering ex- 
ceptions, the committee will be governed 
by reason. concern for safety and fiscal 
prudence 

They said that the distance from school 
would continue to be measured as it has in 
the past. frum a family’s property line 


nearest the school. to the nearest public , |

Seifert said that the current measuring 
tool used to-determine what streets are 
excluded from busing. is the odometer of 
Transportation Assistant Kathleen Ca- 
sey s car.

Condo Bylaw May Be 
Losing Some Support 


Should the selectmen continue to press 
their appeal against the attorney general's 
ruling that Andover’s condominium con- 
version bylaw. approved by 1981 town 
meeting. is illegal? Or should they drop 
their appeal and let unregulated condomi- 
nium conversion continue in Andover? 

The selectmen expect to make that deci- 
sion Monday night, after a discussion that 
will begin at 7:30 p.m. at Memorial Hall 
Library. And a number of Washington 
Park residents — who were among the 
chief supporters of the bylaw at town 
meeting — are expected to argu against 
continuing the appeal 

Although town meeting voted over- 
whelmingly in favor of the condo conver- 
sion bylaw. developed by the selectmen at 
the Council on Aging’s request. public

opinion may now be turning against the 
law, Acting Town Manager Tony Torrisi 
indicated yesterday 

‘There was quite a bit of emotion sur- 
rounding the bylaw when it was passed,” 
Torrisi explained, ‘‘but now it seems to be 
shifting in the other direction. The board 
would lke any interested party, whether 
in favor of continuing the appeal or drop- 
ping it, to come Monday night. They want 
to hear both sides.’ 

Many Washington Park tenants lobbied 
for the condo conversion bylaw, hoping it 
would offer them some protection against 
the long-anticipated conversion of the 
North Main Street complex. The bylaw 
would require developers to obtain a spe- 
cial permit from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals before converting rental units 


into condominiums, and to give tenants 
one year’s notice before requiring them to 
leave. 

Last month, Attorney General Francis 
X. Bellotti ruled that the town has no 
power to enact the bylaw. and Town Coun- 
sel Alfred Daniels has filed an appeal 
against that ruling in Salem Superior 
Court. Daniels has said the State Supreme 
Court could hear the case as early as 
October 

But one week before Bellotti’s decision 
was announced. Washington Park was sold 
to Cohen Properties of Brookline for con- 
dominium conversion. And, attracted by a 
12 percent discount of up to $10,000 on the 
selling price of their own units, a number

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Town must go public 


Nothing more effectively disarms a gossip than 
the fullest publicity about the actions of those 
against whom the gossip is directed. 

Conversely, nothing more excites suspicion 
than actions taken in secret. 

That is a lesson most people learn rather early 
and rather easily. 

It is a lesson most public officials learn their 
first week on the job. 

Alas, the Andover Board of Selectmen, com- 
posed, in the main, of experienced public officials, 
has yet to learn that lesson. 

Their action this week in naming a town man- 
ager in secret and without revealing the names of 
the final four candidates to the press and public re- 
sulted in a shadow being cast over the entire pro- 
cess, the selectmen themselves and, even, the town 
of Andover. 


As a newspaper dedicated to bringing as much 
of the truth as we can garner to our subscribers, 
The Townsman salutes The Lawrence Eagle-Trib- 
une, the daily newspaper serving this area, for not 
allowing Andover’s business to be hidden from the 
taxpayers and for, in fact, taking the bold step of 
going to court to assure that the public’s right not 
only to know, but to be involved in the processes of 


government, was protected. 

We disagree, in outrage, with a letter from the 
Board of Selectmen which alleges that the board 
has a “moral right” not to be influenced by “outside 
forces” in the selection of a town manager. 

Since when are the taxpayers — the people 
who vote and who pay the bills — considered “out- 
side” by a Board of Selectmen? 


Those “outsiders” are, in reality, the select- 
men’s employers, the very people to whom the se- 
lectmen should be owing allegiance. 

The selectmen’s letter to the Townsman 
missed the real issue, which is whether the select- 
men or the people have final authority. 
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If it is the people, as we believe our forefa- 
thers ordained, then the people, not just the select- 
men, must always be fully informed about 
Andover’s business. 

Lord Acton put the matter succinctly when he 
said, “Everything secret degenerates, even the ad- 
ministration of justice; nothing is safe that does not 
show it can bear discussion and publicity.” 

We can only hope that the business of Andover 
will degenerate no further. 


The Ultimate Responsibility 


We were still in wool jackets last spring when the 
school committee was deep into budget deliberations, 
trying to live within a self-imposed 6 percent increase 
and then within the confines of Prop 242. The town was 
forewarned that the luxurious ‘‘door to door’’ school bus 
service might have to go; and when the decision came 
to cut the budget and drop about a thousand riders - 
putting the responsibility for getting them to school 
once again on the parents - there was scarcely a peep 
from the community. 


Now, in the dog days of summer, with school just 
around the corner and the new policy practically etched 
in stone, reality has become painful. 

Some parents have scrambled for their yardsticks to 
measure the distance frorn school in every imaginable 
combination of ways, while others ask why do my 
neighbor's kids ride and mine don’t? They're comparing 
narrow roads to river bridges and fast trains to Ray- 
theon traffic, in an effort to be excepted from walking 
because it’s ‘“‘too dangerous,’ while charging that the 
school committee doesn't care. 


Perhaps we should all sit a spell in an airconditioned 
coach and consider that Andover bus service has always 
been just that > a SERVICE. What is REQUIRED,- in 
this case by state law - will continue to be provided: 
busing of elementary youngsters who live more than a 
mile and a half from school and secondary ones who.live 
more than two miles.

WASHINGTON -- A night- 
marish possibility looms of 
an American metropolis 
being devastated by a nucle- 
ar weapon triggered not by 
the Russians but inadvert- 
ently by members of the 
U.S. armed forces responsi- 
ble for the Pentagon’s arse- 
nal of atomic bombs and 
missiles. 

Evidence of this clear and 
present danger occurred last 
month in the Caribbean 
when a Harpoon missile was 
accidentally fired from the 
U.S. destroyer Coontz. 
Fortunately, the Harpoon 
carries no atemic warhead 
and the runaway missile fell 
harmlessly in the sea off the 
vacation island of St. Croix. ° 

The same launch system 
which malfunctioned aboard 
the Coontz, however, is used 
to fire the Navy’s ASROC 
missile, which does carry a 
lethal nuclear load. The 
little-publicized Harpoon 
incident contained an omi- 
nous warning that even the 
most carefully calculated 
fail-safe system can fail 
because of human error. 

The nation was rightfully 
alarmed last September 
when a 10-megaton Titan II 
missile erratically exploded 
out of its Arkansas silo, kill- 
ing one and injuring 21 other 
servicemen. The nuclear- 
tipped weapon luckily failed 
to create a holocaust but 
brought to light that since 
1975, there had been 241 
Titan accidents which took 
the lives of 56 persons. 

From confidential 
Defense Department files, 
we've learned of a more 
insidious nuclear threat that 


U.S. cities threatened 
by our own nuclear weapons 


is almost daily endangering 
American communities. It 
consists of the shipment of 
atomic weapons being shut- 
tled constantly back and 
forth from military bases to 
inspection sites for routine 
maintenance. 

These routes of potential 
dtsaster silently pass 
through more than 100 US. 
metropolitan areas, my 
sources tell me. Obviously, 
utmost precautions are tak- 
en to prevent an appalling 
nuclear accident, but despite 
official assurances, the 
SZ could happen. 

n the Washington area 
alone where the nerve cen- 
ters of the U.S. government 
are located, there are more 
than a dozen nuclear weapon 
facilities. 

Another buried fact is the 
shocking Pentagon finding 
that some of the servicemen 
who presumably safeguard 
the nuclear arsenal are drug 
users. Astonishingly, 3,000 of 
them have been relieved 
from nuclear weapons duty 
in the on five years 
because of drug abuse. 

Worried high officials 
inside the Pentagon have 
quietly informed us that the 
danger is real and more 
should be done to prevent a 


hellish visitation of nuclear. 


disaster upon the American 
scene. 

ALARM BELLS: The 
death of Panamanian 
strongman Omar Torrijos in 
a jungle plane crash a few 
weeks ago set off jangling 
alarm bells at President 
Reagan's State Department, 
where experts are striving 
to prevent Central America 
from collapsing into politi- 
cal chaos.

Our sources advise that 
there is small likelihood that 
Torrijos’ hand-picked Pana- 
manian president, Aristides 
Royo, will be able to hang 
onto his job until the next 
terayemien election in 1984. 

hey foresee a distinct pos- 
sibility of a military coup by 
National Guard generals 
who were kept in line by 
Torrijos. 

The economic situation in 
Panama is ripe for trouble. 
Even before Torrijos died, 
unemployment had reached 
17 percent and offered a 
festering opportunity for 
anti-American leftists to 
capitalize on. 

Before his death, the polit- 
ically popular leader had 
persuaded Panamanian 
business and union interests 
to work with his government 
on a new labor code, viewed 
as vital to the country’s con- 
tinued economic stability. 
The bipartisan commission 
never completed its work 
but at least the participants 
remained on amiable terms. 

Without Torrijos operat- 
ing backstage in calling the 
shots, Panama may become 
the next hot spot in Central 
America. 

LUNCHEON GUEST: 
New Teamsters Union presi- 
dent Roy Williams has 
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become to the Reagan 
administration like the little 
man they wish would go 
away. A few days after 
being indicted on bribery 
charges, Williams turned up 
on the White House doorstep 
for lunch with the president. 

The unsavory record of 
the Teamsters has been a 
matter of history since the 
days of Dave Beck and Jim- 
my Hoffa and their Mafia 
minions at the local level. 
But also on the record was 
the fact of the upion’s 
endorsement of Ronald 
Reagan for the presidency 
last year. 

Following the luncheon, 
Labor Secretary Ray Dono- 
van bobbled a hot potato 
involving Williams and his 
handling of the multimillion- 
dollar Teamsters pension 
funds. Donovan told a Senate 
investigating subcommittee 
he lacked authority to 
remove Williams as head of 
the union on charges of ties 
to organized crime figures. . 

But a_ still-unpublished 
subcommittee report 
declares of the govern- 
ment’s failure to take action 
on pension fund irregulari- 
ties: “The miixed signals, 
confusion and changes in the 
direction of the investigation 
which began in the early fall 
of 1976 reflected the historic 
institutional incapability of 
the Department of Labor in 
dealing with labor 
racketeering.” ; 

It will be interesting to 
learn whether Reagan Cabi- 
net member Donovan will 
crack down on the Team-

Colleague Donald Robb added that there 
were a lot of situations where there were 
‘clearly problems,’ even though they 
might not be ‘‘extreme,”’ and that in those 
cases, the school department would make 
‘every effort’ to cooperate with parents 
to help them set up car pools, parent 
patrols and other types of committees. He 
said many parents are already attempting 
to cope with problem situations in their 
own neighborhoods. 

To parents who said they would gladly 
have their children walk if there were 
sidewalks. Robb said that for a number of 
years children have been walking to school 
in Andover, and not necessarily with side- 
walks. In fact, he said, most areas of town 
do not have them. 


‘‘Every time someone suggests that par- 


ents can do something,’ Robb went 
on,‘‘we have a nuumber of people who tell 
us why they can't.”’ 

But reason, he said, ‘‘has to work both 
ways. There will have to be some reasona- 
ble and difficult choices on the part of the 
parents as well as the school committee. 

June Blake, president of the South 
School PTO, who has been working with 
the administration ang bus drivers on the 
possibility of independent bus routes paid 
for by parents, said that flyers would be 


said bus fares will probably run between

of tenants have apparently elected to buy 
condos. 

Andover Atty. Richard Sullivan, who 
lives at Washington Park and is represent- 
ing a group of tenants who plan to buy, 
said yesterday tenants have until Aug. 21 
to make 10 percent down payments and 
sign purchase and sale agreements for the 
units. 

Those tenants have received letters — 
unsigned and with no letterhead — warn- 
ing that by appealing the attorney gener- 
al’s ruling, the selectmen have “made 
bank financing extremely difficult which 
may require the owner to provide his own 
financing. If this happens...there will be a 
substantial increase in cost which will be 
passed on to you the buyer.” 


The letter adds that a condominium 
conversion fee of one percent of the gross 
selling price, recently approved by the 
selectmen, ‘thas been passed on to the 
buyers.” 

In the letter, tenants are urged to con- 
tact each of the selectmen and appear at 
Monday night’s meeting to ‘‘request them 
to have the Town Counsel withdraw both 
the permit fee and the appeal. This would 
allow the conversion to proceed smoothly 
without substantially increasing your 
costs... The letter included the select- 
men's telephone numbers. 

Atty. Sullivan said the prospective buy- 
ers fear they may lose both their down 
payments and their ‘‘right to buy the place 
at all,” as long as the town’s appeal is 
pending.
